Continental Films 


To continue with a theme which I 
initiated a couple of days. ago, it does 
seem a pity that more continental films 
are not shown in Eire. “ Running-in" 
sub-titles is neither difficult nor expen- 
sive, and, as soon as one grows accus- 
tomed to the over-printing at the base of 
the screen, its presence does not in the 
least distract from the enjoyment of the

Naturally, it is impossible to get sus- 
tained perfection, and the sight in close- 
ups of couples apparently whispering 
sweet nothings to each other, or, conver- 
sely, speaking through their noses, is apt 
to break the spell of even the must en- 
thralling love scene. 

Because their sense of humour is so 
like our own, French films would probably 


- ‘be the best .‘‘ box office ” business, though. 


‘German productions are noteworthy for 
tlie excellence of their row á 

At French films, as at the Abbey, one 
experiences that uucomíortable breathless- 
ness brought on by an excess oí mirth. 
Striking in their simplicity, they deal 
mainly with bourgeois life, and it is re- 
freshing to visit: wayside “ pubs.” and 
attics after the palatial haunts of Holly- 
wood. 

An exception to this rule is the forth- 
coming ‘‘ Mayerling,’’ which is as. lavish 
and extravagant in setting as any Ameri- 
can producer could wish. Is it too much 
to hope that, with the scarcity of new 
English and American films, some Dublin 
management will fall back on continental 
productions to attract business? 

I believe that such a venture would be 
well repaid.

In asking for information as to the duties of the new patrol and 
torpedo boats, Professor O’Sullivan said that mobilisation had dis- 
turbed business in the country and lad cost half a million to do it. 


Explaining why mobilisation had been ordered, the Minister 
said that the world situation at the time was most precarious, when 


nations were calling up their reserves. 


He denied that there was 


anything in the nature of panic in the step that the Government had 
taken, and said that the responsible heads of the Army had been 


consulted.. 


REASONS FOR THE VOTE 


——— 


Mr. TRAYNOR said that the vote was 
necessitated by certain. factors which had 
arisen since the presentation of the annual 
estimate. The first and principal factor 
was the mobilisation of the Reserve and 
‘VoTunteer forces following on the 


proclamation of. a state of. emergency. last 


September, and the retention of a. con- 
siderable portion of those forces in per- 
manent service, The additional cost, dis- 
tributed over twenty-three sub-heads, 
amounted approximately to £499,597. 

The second factor was the purchase of 
mechanical transport vehicles for the 
‘Army, and the necessity of laying in re- 
serve stocks of certain commodities, such 
as fuel, medicines, defence stores, etc., 
vital for the maintenance of the. Army. 
The additional cost of transport vehicles 
was £120,056. The cost of reserve stocks, 
such as defence stores, etc., was £159,000 
approximately. 


NEW SERVICES 


The third factor was constituted by 
what were, for estimate purposes, con- 
sidered ‘‘ new services,” of which. there 
were five covered in the present estimate. 
The first and completely new service was 
a grant in aid of £1,000 to the Irish Red 
Cross Society, made under Section 2 of the 
Red Cross Act, 1938. The Dail was now 
being asked to give its authority for that 
grant: The second completely new service 
was the provision of grants to local au- 
thorities for works carried out in respect 
of air raid precautions. In a White 
Paper laid before the Dail twelve months 
ago it was stated that the Government 
would undertake responsibility for paying, 
at the cost of the Exchequer grant, grants 
to local authorities amounting to a certain 
percentage of their expenditure on 
approved schemes. That promise was im- 
 cogómc when the Oireachtas passed the 
‘Air Raid Precautions Act on 26th July, 
1939. Under that Act certain schemes 
throughout the country had either been 
approved or were under investigation, and 
it was estimated that the cost of such 
schemes to the Exchequer, during the 
present financial year, would amount to 
about £60,000, and that sum, accordingly, 
had been provided for in the present 
estimate, 


COAST WATCHING | 
In the same White Paper was indicated 
the Government’s intention to set up a 
coast-watching service and a coast patrol 
service. The officers and men required for 
the coast-watching service had been found 
from the personnel of the Army, and the 
service had been functioning for some time 
ast- The coast patrol service, entitled 
the Marine Coast-Watching Service, was 
now being organised, and when established 
would comprise four patrol vessels, or 
trawlers, and six torpedo hoate. 
In this supplementary estimate pro- 
vision was being made for two of the four 
atrol vessels and three of the six torpedo- 
ats. One of the patrol vessels had been 
transferred from another department, a 
second had been purchased, and negotia- 
tions were in progress for the purchase of 
the remaining two. .As regards the torpedo-.

About 140 Jews and scores of police 
were said to have been injured. 

Curfew was ordered, beginning 1 p.m. 
on February 24, only women being allowed 
to come into the streets for two hours to 
buy food. This concession was cancelled 
the following day after-the women had 
seized the opportunity to demonstrate 
anew. 

Other outbursts occurred in 
Jerusalem and Haifa. In Jerusalem 
one demonstration was said to have 
been led by uniformed nurses, while 
university students organised others. 

The casualties there were given as 45 
Jews and 16 police. 

At Haifa $0 Jews were reported hurt 
when the police repulsed an attempt to 
burn the Courthouse. 

The Arabs were quiet, but even they 
were said to have sent petitions to the 
Government asking for the withdrawal of 
the land laws, or, at least, delay in their 
promulgation.

SIR JOHN SIMON’S 
ANNOUNCEMENT

The terms of the first British War Loan 
issue were announced by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer (Sir John Simon) in 
the House of Commons yesterday. It will 
be limited to £300,000,000 issued at par, 
and will bear interest at the rate of three 

r cent. The loan will be issued next 

esday, and the lists will be closed on 
the followin day. 

Sir John Simon said that he was taking 
the somewhat unusual step of announcing 
the terms of the loan a week in advance 
of the opening of the lists to enable in- 
vestors to make any necessary arrange- 
ments. The loan would be for fifteen to 
nineteen years. The rate of interest 
accorded with the Government’s avowed 
policy of borrowing as cheaply as possible, 
and at the same time it was reasonable 
from the investor’s point of view. The 
loan, he added, will be repayable at par 
on October 15th, 1959, but the Treasury 
reserve the right to redeem the loan, in 
whole or in a at any time on or after 
October 15th, 1955, on giving three 
months’ notice. It will, therefore, be 
known as the Three Per Cent. War Loan, 
1955-1959. . 

Ten per cent. of all subscriptions would 
be payable on application, and ‘the 
-balance on April 15th, but prepayment 


count at the rate of one per cent. per 
annum, 

For the Bank of England issue the 
minimum subscription would be £100. 

Issues would also be made under 
prospectuses to be issued by the Post- 
master-General and through the trustee 
savings banks, and in these cases the 
minimum subscription would. be £10, but 
no application might exceed £1,000.
